India na W ill Oc c upy a Ce ntra l Pla c e 
a t Chic a go Convention. 
Indianap olis, Ju ne 20.—Practically 
all the men who tak e a p rom inent p art 
in Indiana Rep u blican p olitics are in 
Chicago now in attendance at the na­ 
tional convention, and those who are 
not there in p erson are there in sp irit, 
for the convention holds mu ch of esp e­ 
cial interest to the Rep u blicans of this 
state. 
The all-engrossing qu estion to 
H oosiers is w hether Senator Fairbank s 
will he the nom inee for vice p resident. 
The qu estion is generally answ ered in 
the affirmative, for while there are 
those of the senator’s close friends and 
advisers who dou bt the wisdom of hit 
seek ing or accep ting second p lace on 
the national tick et this year, all rec­ 
ognize the demand for him and believe 
that he can have the nom ination for 
the ask ing. In p u rsu ance of the p olicy 
be adop ted eight m onths ago, when the 
qu estion of the vice p residency was 
first broached, the senator rem ains al­ 
together non-com m ittal, other than to 
say that he is not a candidate for the 
p referm ent. Congressm an Hemenway, 
United S tates D istrict A ttorney Josep h 
B. Keallng, State Chairm an Goodrich 
and other of the senator’s close friends 
who are talk ing for him, say that he 
will accep t the nom ination if it comes 
to him w ithou t a fight. 
This does not 
mean that the senator’s nam e will not 
be p resented to the convention If 
the nam e of any other candidate is p u t. 
forward, bu t it m eans that the senator 
and his friends are not going to m ak e 
a hard contest for the nom ination, and 
that if there ap p ears any considerable 
sentim ent against his nom ination, he 
will decline to be considered and will 
mak e his declination as em p hatic and 
u nm istak able as that of “ Uncle Joe” 
Cannon. 
T hat other nam es will go 
before the convention 
j virtu ally as­ 
su red. 
Congressm an H itt of Illinois 
and General W ebster of N ebrask a are 
avowed candidates for the honor and 
have the back ing of their resp ective 
state delegations. However, they may 
receive nothing more than comp li­ 
m entary votes, and in su ch event the 
nom ination cou ld be given the Indiana 
senator p ractically by acclam ation. 


The election of A. K. Sills of Montf- 
cello as the Tenth district m em ber 
of the Rep u blican state com m ittee to 
su cceed Thom as J. McCoy of R ensse­ 
laer, cam e as som ething of a su rp rise 
to the p oliticians. 
Mr. Sills has been 
p rom inent in district and state p oli­ 
tics, bu t he did not have the back ing 
of Congressm an Cru m p ack er, and it 
had been generally exp ected that Mr. 
Cru m p ack er wou ld nam e McCoy’s su c­ 
cessor. 
Sills’ election has been p oint­ 
ed to as a victory for Governor Du rbin, 
as he was back ed by men who stand 
olose to the governor, bu t the friends 
of Mr. Cru m p ack er say it is not to be 
regarded in that light becau se Mr. 
Cru m p ack er did not tak e an active 
p art in the contest, contenting him self 
merely in u rging that a good man and 
one who was not u nfriendly to him be 
selected. 
Mr. Sills has alw ays been 
considered a Cru m p ack er man. 
Sills 
was elected by a vote of flve to fou r 
after a tw enty-fou r hou rs’ stru ggle in 
the district com m ittee at the H am ­ 
mond meeting. 


Gossip anent the absorp tion of the 
Indianap olis Jou rnal, the Rep u blican 
state organ, by the Indianap olis Star 
is still rife, and the ru m or is p ersist­ 
ent that leading Rep u blican are head­ 
ing a m ovem ent look iife to the estab­ 
lishm ent of a new organ. A great deal 
of talk to this effect Is going the 
rou nds and it is u nderstood that a deal 
is on for the p u rchase of the Indianap ­ 
olis Su n and the conversion of that 
p ap er into a Rep u blican organ. 
The 
Su n is now p u blished as an indep end­ 
ent p ap er. 
The Identity of the men 
who are back of this m ovem ent is 
zealou sly gu arded at p resent, bu t It is 
said that the m atter will be tak en u p 
aggressively and in the ep es im m edi­ 
ately after the national convention.

In addition. Sen­ 
ator Beveridge will mak e the first and 
p rincip al address seconding the nomi­ 
nation of President Roosevelt, and the 
ju nler senator’s rep u tation as an ora­ 
tor is su ch that no event on the p ro­ 
gram will a ttra c t more attention.

tion. 
Throu gh an envoy from several far 
northw est delegations who called on 
the p resident several days ago and in 
their behalf exp ressed a wish to su p ­ 
p ort the man whom the p resident p re­ 
ferred, the p resident has sent word 
that while he ap p reciates the comp li­ 
m ent, he will leave this entirely to the 
oonvention. 
Senator McCu mber of Sou th Dak ota 
has come cu t for Fairbank s and think s 
that sentim ent in the N orthw est is 
crystallizing on the Indiana man. The 
effort is being made by Senator F air­ 
bank s’ more enthu siastic su p p orters to 
have an A labam a delegate nom inate 
him.
